P radical  Religion  Exemplified  in  the  Life 
and  Death  of  the  late  Rev.  Robert  JJnder- 
Aon,  Perpetual  Curate  of  Trinity  Chapel, 
Brighton,  England. 

The  late  Rev.  Robert  Anderson  was  so  ex¬ 
tensively  known,  and  so  much  loved  and  es 
teemed,  that  we  doubt  notour  readers  will  be 
interested  in  perusing  some  notices  respecting 
him  from  the  pen  of  his  widow,  the  Hon. 
Mrs.  Anderson,  daughter  of  the  late  revered 
Lord  Teignmouth,  of  whose  dying  hours 
Mrs.  Anderson  drew  up  some  adding  par¬ 
ticulars,  which  we  inserted  in  our  Meinoir  of 
his  Lordship  in  May,  1834. 

We,  with  pleasure,  mention  the  affectionate 

and  wife-like  spirit,  the  maternal  solicitude, 
the  love  to  God  and  to  man,  and  the  desire 
to  promote  the  spiritual  edification  of  her 
readers,  which  mark  her  pages  ;  and  add  an¬ 
other  endearment  to  the  many  associated  with 
the  names  of  Shore  and  Anderson. 

Robert  Anderson  was  a  man  of  a  meek, 
pure,  and  devout  spirit ;  a  man  of  peace  and 
love  ;  full  of  mercy  and  good  fruits  ;  zealous 
and  active  in  his  holy  duties ;  alive  to  every 
call  of  piety  and  charily  ;  and  whom  to  know 
^as  highly  to  esteem  and  regard.  His  talents 
were  not  brilliant,  nor  was  his  reading  pro¬ 
found  ;  but  he  had  good  parts,  and  made  good 
ose  of  them ;  and  that  he  waa  held  in  high 
wtiination  as  a  preacher,  by  such  a  flock — 
^psidents  and  visiters — as  thronged  his  church, 
'a  such  a  place  of  resort  as  Brighton,  proves 
at  the  matter  of  his  discourses,  and  his  ear¬ 
nest  impressive  eloquence,  were  eminently 
^culated  to  attract  and  rivet  attention.  All 
acknowledged  that  he  preached  not  for  dis-

old,  he  was  sent  out  to  take  a  walk  alone  in 
London,  how  anxiously  he  watched  the  time, 
lest  he  should  exceed  one  minute  of  the  allot¬ 
ted  hour,  and  give  cause  for  uneasiness.  It 
was  love  made  him  thus  particular.  Religion 
made  him  fearless  of  all  but  wounded  affec¬ 
tion.  When  he  used  to  pass  part  of  his  holi¬ 
days  with  his  great  uncle,  Bishop  Douglass  of 
Salisbury,  it  was  his  invariable  remark,  that 
his  little  nephew  was  the  best  behaved  boy  he 
ever  saw,  and  he  would  hold  him  up  for  ex¬ 
ample  to  others.  Reality  made  him  feel  the 
respect  due  to  the  superior  age  and  to  the 
holy  office  of  his  relative.  He  had  no  servile 
fear,  but  he  remembered  that  ‘the  powers 
that  be  are  ordained  ef  God.’  When  he  re¬ 
turned  from  school,  instead  of  the  foolish  pre¬ 
sents  generally  made  by  boys,  he  brought  bis 
sisters  Young's  Night  Thoughts  and  Milton’s 
Paradise  Lost.  Religion  gave  him  a  better 
taste  than  that  of  children,  who  generally  love 
what  is  coarse  and  impure.  He  had  early 
imbibed  that  pure  and  he 
j  which  invariably  received  good  and  rejected 
evil.  His  father  having  himself  been  educa¬ 
ted  at  Harrow,  and  holding  at  the  time  a  situa¬ 
tion  in  India,  was  not  aware  of  his  extremely 
delicate  health,  and  desired  that  his  son  might 
be  educated“at  that  school.  His  increasing  ill¬ 
ness  obliged  him  to  be  removed,  and  to  be 
much  by  the  sea-side,  till  he  went  to  Hailey- 
bury,  where  it  is  well  known  that  his  talents 
won  golden  prizes,  and  bis  conduct  golden 
opinions  ;  none  could  ever’  see  any  devia¬ 
tion  from  the  reality  which  guided  all  his  ac¬ 
tions.  In  India  he  continued  in  the  same 
course  ;  nothing  could  shake  his  constancy  in 
the  faith  ;  no  persuasions  could  induce  him 
to  walk  in  the  paths  of  sin,  so  generally  pur¬ 
sued  at  that  time.  Though  he  occasionally 
appeared  at  some  of  the  evening  entertain¬ 
ments,  he  received  no  pleasure,  and  soon 
ceased  to  take  part  in  them.  He  early  turn¬ 
ed  to  the  study  of  divinity,  the  powers  of  mind 
80  richly  bestowed  upon  him ;  and,  at  the 
same  lime,  fully  enjoyed  all  that  literature 
could  supply,  in  other  departments,  of  good 
and  wholesome  food.  There,  as  everywhere 
else,  the  name  of  Robert  Anderson  was  as 
the  Open  Sesame.  All  hearts  warmed  at  the 
sound  ;  even  his  Hindoo  servant  observed, 
that  it  was  vain  for  his  master  to  persuade 
him  of  the  corruption  of  human  nature,  for 
that  nobody  could  discover  it  in  him.’ 

“  His  father’s  death  and  his  mother’s  re¬ 
turn  to  England  had  cast  a  shade  over  his 
happiness.  His  overflowing  affection  to  his 
mother  made  him  contemplate  her  widowed 
state  with  the  love  of  St.  John,  when  our  Sa¬ 
viour  committed  Mary  to  his  care  :  from  that 
moment  he  considered  her  as  a  sacred  trust, 
though  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  remain  in  India. 

It  was  not  till  he  heard  of  the  death  of  his 
third  brother,  a  youth  of  singular  promise, 
who  was  drowned  at  Addiscombe,  in  1818, 
that  he  considered  himself  justified,  even  for 
a  short  time,  in  leaving  his  post.  His  pros¬ 
pects  were  of  the  fairest  character,  and  the 
situation,  at  that  time  held  by  him,  superior  to 
most  of  those  of  the  same  standing.  Though 
worldly  considerations  at  no  time  influenced 
him,  nothing  but  the  dangerous  state  of  his 
health  would  have  induced  him  to  leave  the 
Madras  Civil  Service.  The  fact  of  his  infirm 
health  is  best  proved  by  the  rejection  of  a 
proposal  which  he  made  to  insure  his  life ; 
and  his  return  to  India  would  have  been  cer¬ 
tain  death.  The  medical  friends  who  attend¬ 
ed  him  in  London,  considered  the  disease 
which  eventually  proved  fatal  to  him,  to  have 
then  begun.  Before  he  decided  finally  to 
withdraw  from  the  service,  ho  was  induced  to 
become  the  Assistant  Professor  of  Oriental 
Languages,  at  the  East  India  College  at 
Haileybury.  His  engaging  manners,  his 
talents,  and  the  reality  of  his  religious  profes¬ 
sion,  soon  gained  him  the  love  and  esteem  of 
the  professors,  the  respect  and  affection  of 
the  students,  and  the  friendship  of  all  the 
neighborhood.  There  are  many  books  in  his 
deserted  library,  in  the  first  pages  of  which  are 
the  expressions  of  gratitude,  love  and  esteem, 
which  the  students  felt  towards  him. 

“  Finding  it  quite  impossible  to  return  to 
India,  he  turned  his  thoughts  towards  the 
ministry,  ‘for  which,’  as  it  is  stated  in  a  note 
in  his  brother  Janies’  Sermon,  ‘  his  life  and 
studies  had  been  a  continued  preparation.— 
His  wish  was  granted,  and  he  was  admitted 
to  the  holy  order  of  deacons,  on  the  fourth 
Sunday  in  Advent,  1821 ;  and  to  that  of  priest- 
hood,  on  the  same  Sunday  in  the  following 
year,  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  then 
Bishop  of  London,  and  ex-officio  Visiter  of  the 
East  India  College.  Both  ordinations  were 
held  at  the  Episcopal  Palace  at  Fulham ;  and 
on  the  last  occasion  he  was  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  to  preach  the  Ordination  Sermon.' 
His  brother’s  residence  at  Brighton  induced 
him  to  remove  to  that  place;  and,  in  1825. 
the  Bishop  of  Chichester  granted  him  a  license 
to  celebrate  Divine  Service  in  Trinity  Chapel 
of  which  he  became  the  proprietor  and  per¬ 
petual  curate.  Its  consecration  took  place  on 
the  2l8t  of  April,  1826.  It  had  formerly  been 
a  Dissenting  Meeting-house,  but  he  spared 
no  expense  in  adorning  this  ‘  Little  Sanctuary,’ 
as  he  always  called  it.” 

From  this  time,  Mr.  Anderson  became  a 


ate  it  often  in  haste,  to  be  about  his  Master’s 
business.  Mr.  Millet  thus  gives  his  testimo¬ 
ny,  in  a  sermon  after  his  decease  :  ‘  1  have 

known  how  in  weariness  and  painfulness,  in 
much  weakness  and  distre.ss,  be  has  kept  on 
his  way  ;  how,  leaving  wife  and  family,  and 
denying  himself  all  recreation,  he  has  set  forth 
OD  his  laborious  round,  to  perform  his  labor  of 
mercy  and  love  to  the  sick  and  afflicted,  and 
returned  home  fainting  and  weary,  and  often 
unable  to  take  his  necessary  food,  or  at  night 
to  enjoy  the  refreshment  of  sleep.*  He  al¬ 
ways  rose  at  six  o’clock,  that  he  might  con¬ 
template  the  rising  sun,  which  faced  his  win¬ 
dow,  and  feeling  his  heart  warmed  by  the 
Sun  of  Righteousness,  prostrated  himself,  like 
Daniel  of  eld,  in  humility  before  his  God  and 
!  Saviour.  None  ever  thought  more  humbly 
^  of  himself.’’ 

“  The  spirit  of  deep  humility  is  constantly 
breathed  throughout  his  Journal,  from  which 
the  following  extracts  will  be  read  with  in- 
avenly  tone  of  mind  j  terest.  It  will  be  observed  how,  after  receiv- 
’  ■  ’  '  ing  encouragement  from  others,  in  regard  to 

the  effect  of  his  ministrations  in  holy  things, 
he  invariably  gave  the  glory  to  God  : — 

“‘Oct.  14.  Mrs.  P.  died.  One  of  the 
oldest  of  my  flock,  and  a  true  Christian  pil¬ 
grim  :  at  our  last  interview  she  told  me  that 
she  often  prayed  for  me,  that  1  might  be  more 
simple,  and  that  her  prayer  had  been  answer¬ 
ed. — Amen  !  Lord  Jesus. 

“*Jan.  13.  G.  told  me  of  a  Mr.  D.,  of 
Worcester  College,  Oxford,  who  was  changed 
by  a  six  wrecks’  attendance  at  Trinity  Chapel. 

‘  Not  unto  me,  O  Lord  ;  not  unto  me.’ 

“  ‘  Jan.  1832.  Satan  often  humbles  me  to 
the  dust:  1.  Blessed  Jesus  !  let  me  ever  feel 
and  maintain  that  blessed  truth :  That  Thou 
art  indeed  without  spot  of  sin,andcan8t  make 
us  clean  from  all  sin.  2.  Let  these  evil  sug¬ 
gestions  of  the  tempter  lead  me  to  walk  more 
humbly  with  Thee.  3.  Let  me  bless  Thee 
that  my  employment  is  suited,  with  thy  grace, 
to  make  me  victorious  over  these  and  all 
other  suggestions  :  Holy,  Holy,  Holy  Lord 
God  of  Hosts. 

“  *  Oct.  1832.  Thou,  blessed  Lord,  and 
the  Holy  One  of  Israel.  This  is  Thy  pecu¬ 
liar  title  ;  and  yet  Thou  art  pleased  to  admit 
a  sinner  to  the  high  privilege  of  an  office  in 
thy  vineyard.  Oh  !  may  I  lean  only  an  the 
hope  of  Thy  love  and  grace.  When  thus 
tempted  by  Satan,  how  apt  is  the  mind  to 
dwell  only  on  one  point,  to  the  exclusion  of 
all  others.  And  is  not  this  the  way  in  which 
errors  and  prejudice  are  bom  and  nourished  ? 
When  sinful  thoughts  mingle  with  my  holiest 
duties,  1  throw  them  simply  and  earnestly 
on  Jesus!  And  in  such  contemplations  I 
have  clearer  views  of  His  holiness  and  love, 
which  never  pass  away. 

“‘Jan.  21.  Received  notice  of  a  legacy 
of  — — .  Lord  Jesus  !  have  I  been  found 
faithful  ?  Oh !  give  me  grace  that  to  all, 
whether  rich  or  poor,  I  may  continue  to  ‘  sow 
spiritual  things,’  looking  to  Thee  only  for  the 
increase.’ 

“  With  such  sentiments  he  came  forth,  with  a  ] 
radiance  on  his  countenance,  from  what  he ' 
used  to  call  his  prophet’s  chamber,  and  be¬ 
fore  he  went  down  to  his  study  his  first  step 
was  to  greet  with  joyful  affection  the  little 
ones  of  his  family.  His  morning  salutation 
in  the  nursery  will  never  b«  forgotten  by 
their  faithful  attendants.  The  sound  of  his 
iootstep,  the  beaming  expression  of  his  eye, 
and  the  voice  that  was  never  heard  but  in  love 
was  as  heavenly  music  in  their  ears.  It 
seemed  like  a  seraph's  tong,  proclaiming 
Glory  to  God  in  the  Highest,  and  on  earth 
peaces  good  will  towards  men.  He  would 
then  enter  his  study,  which  was  never  closed. 
And  here  the  servant  who  arranged  it  for  him 
has  since  told  me,  that  she  constantly  lingered 
that  she  might  have  the  word  of  kindness  and 
instruction,  which  he  invariably  conveyed  in 
his  morning  greeting,  and  which  was  as  daily 
food  to  her.  Surronnded  by  his  little  ones, 
constantly  interrupted  by  the  needy,  he  would 
compose  those  holy  appeals  which  warmed 
all  hearts.  With  the  Word  of  God  in  his 
hand,  the  Church  as  his  human  guide,  and 
the  law  of  kindness  in  his  heart,  he  was  ever 
ready  to  answer  all  men. 

“  At  nine  o’clock  his  household  gathered 
around  him,  and  it  was  his  daily  custom  to 
read  one  of  the  morning  lessons,  with  an  ex¬ 
tempore  exposition,  which  flowed  in  a  stream 
of  sweet  persuasion,  gentle  admonition,  and 
sound  explanation.  Prayer  concluded  the 
morning  devotions,  which  he  always  adapted 
to  the  chapter,  and  to  the  peculiar  circumstan¬ 
ces  of  the  family.  During  the  time  of  break¬ 
fast  he  scarcely  ever  sat  two  minutes  together. 
The  door  bell  never  ceased  its  calls,  and  no 
less  than  thirty  were  counted  one  morning. 
Although  many  were  idle  poor,  who  had  no 
claim  upon  him,  undeserving  persons  who 
merited  censure,  no  sound  of  impatience  ever 
passed  his  lips.  It  was  impossible  to  per¬ 
suade  him  to  deny  himself  to  any  who  called, 
so  fearful  was  he  of  losing  an  opportunity  of 
saying  a  word  in  season.

ing  them  passages  from  the  most  approved  j  Their  faith  was  resting  on  the  unseen  God, 


divines,  Leighton,  Hooker,  and  others  of  the 
same  kind,  and  closing  with  an  exposition  of 
Scripture  and  a  Prayer.  A  most  painful  com¬ 
plaint  which  he  had  contracted  in  India,  ren¬ 
dered  standing  so  great  an  effort,  that  he  was 
beginning  to  fsel  the  performance  of  the 
whole  service  a  serious  trial  of  bis  strength, 
when  Providence  brought  a  dear  and  valued 
friend  to  Brighton;  Mr.  Millett,  whose  joy 
and  delight  it  was  to  lighten  his  labors.  For 
more  than  twelve  years  he  was  his  constant 
assistant.  His  labor  was  altogether  disinter¬ 
ested.’’ 

“  Wherever  he  might  be,  or  however  short 
his  stay,  lie  would  never  neglect  to  find  out 
any,  however  humble,  whom  he  might  have 
known  at  Brighton  in  his  pastoral  relation. 
Though  courted  by  the  great,  admired  by  the 
talented,  he  retained  a  genuine  simplicity  of 
mind  which  was  not  conscious  of  favor.  He 
often  expressed  surprise  at  the  extreme  kind- 
ne-ss  he  invariably  met  with,  but  never  could 
understand  that  it  was  he  who  thus  warmed 
all  hearts. 

Wherever  he  went,  he  was  kind  and  so¬ 
ciable,  and  his  society  was  coveted  by  per¬ 
sons  of  all  classes. 

“  A  well  cultivated  mind,  an  extensive  ac¬ 
quaintance  with  all  that  poetry,  history  or 
biography  could  supply,  the  general  association 
with  others,  and  the  constancy  and  faithful¬ 
ness  of  pastoral  visits  among  poor  and  rich, 
gave  him  a  knowledge  of  men  and  manners, 
which  was  a  weapon  for  good  in  his  hands. 
Though  he  constantly  labored  most  assidu¬ 
ously  among  the  poor,  though  his  voice  was 
ever  ready  at  the  call  of  sickness  or  sorrow, 
he  never  fell  into  the  mistaken  view  that  the 
souls  of  the  rich  are  not  of  equal  importance.’* 
“  He  had  ever  a  kind  word,  a  gentle  admo¬ 
nition,  a  ready  sympathy :  in  all  his  letters 
he  never  failed  to  send  a  kind  message  to  each 
servant,  mentioning  them  by  name.  They 
would  often  say  that  if  they  did  but  pass  him 
on  ths  stairs,  they  felt  cheered  on  their  way 
by  his  look  even  if  he  did  not  speak,  which 
was  seldom  the  case.  Wherever  he  went 
the  same  feeling  was  manifested  towards  him. 
The  servants  vied  with  each  other  in  atten¬ 
tion.** 

But  though  social  and  domestic  in  his 
habits,  he  knew  how  to  ralue  and  improve 
seasons  of  retirement  and  privation. 

“  We  should  be  ready  to  receive  our  friends 
with  pleasure  and  thankfulness,  but  to  learn 
to  be  content  with  God  is  a  greater  attain¬ 
ment.  It  was  in  such  hours  of  retirement, 
during  the  temporary  but  necessary  separa¬ 
tion  from  his  family,  that  the  voice  to  whose 
words  we  are  listening  again  speaks  to  us, 
by  expressing  his  conviction  that  he  had  been 
enabled  by  Divine  grace  to  separate  himself 
from  all  worldly  affairs.  He  often  said  that 
same  of  the  happiest  moments  of  his  life  had 
been  during  the  lonely  hours  he  passed  in 
Portland  Place,  (the  house  of  his  brother-in- 
law,  the  present  Lord  Teignmouth,)  after  the 
bodily  suffering  which  occasioned  them  was 
over.  So  completely  was  he  enabled  to  rea¬ 
lize  tho  presence  of  his  God  and  Saviour, 
that  he  felt  as  one  already  in  possession.  The 
separation  from  his  family  under  painful  cir¬ 
cumstances,  by  confirming  his  faith,  enabled 
him  more  entirely  to  commit  them  to  God ; 
and  having  done  so,  he  could  contemplate  his 
departure  with  perfect  composure,  knowing 
that  the  same  band  which  had  lifted  him  over 
the  billow  of  death,  would  guide  them  over 
the  troubled  sea  of  life.  So  entirely  had  he 
accustomed  himself  to  draw  good  out  of  every 
thing,  that  when  he  was  asked  if  the  noise  of 
the  carriages  did  not  disturb  him  at  night,  be 
observed,  that  far  from  it,  it  seemed  to  cheer 
the  long  and  sleepless  night,  which  always 
appeared  awake  in  London.  Let  ‘  patience 
have  her  perfect  work.*  ‘  It  is  good  that  we 
should  both  hope  and  quietly  wait.*  ** 


and  on  the  one  .Mediator,  who  had  died  for 
their  sins,  and  was  now  entered  into  glory. 
This  faith  was  not  idle  or  lifeless,  but  wrought 
in  them  a  deep  and  fervent  love  to  the  Lord 
himself  who  had  bought  them,  to  the  people 
of  Christ,  and  to  all  their  brethren  of  man¬ 
kind.  While  they  mused  ever  on  the  good¬ 
ness  of  the  Saviour,  who  had  called  them 
out  of  darkness  into  marvellous  light,  the 
fire  of  love  burned  in  their  hearts,  and 
prompted  them  to  laborious  efforts  for  the 
salvation  of  their  fellow-men.  Amidst  the 
thick  darkness  of  the  heathen  world,  their 
lives,  like  the  silver  trumpeUi  of  the  law, 
uttered  sounds  of  deep  melody,  and  sent  forth 


who  have  distracted  them  with  trifles,  or 
goaded  them  into  resistance  and  madness  by 
arrogance  and  pride.  How  blessed,  again, 
will  be  those  who  have  wailed  on  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  God’s  Word  in  humility  and  faith,  not 
to  nourish  dark  suspicions,  and  seek  out  occa¬ 
sions  for  offence  aud  pretexts  for  strife,  but  to 
receive  life  and  healing  from  the  message  of 
salvation  !  How  grievous  will  be  their  Tolly, 
who  have  turned  the  very  food  of  their  souls 
into  wormwood  and  bitterness  !  The  vision 
of  that  meeting  which  is  at  hand,  should  sink 
into  utter  silence  and  oblivion  one  half  of 
the  feuds  which  now  distract  the  Church,  and 
lead  every  pastor  to  cherish  th»»  flock  of 
Christ  committed  to  him,  with  a  deep  and 
overflowing  tenderness  ;  while  the  people,  in 
their  turn,  would  be  taught  to  banish  all  need¬ 
less  and  peltv  susnicions,  to  shut  ihsir  ears 
only  against  false  doctrine  ;  but  in  all  other 
things  to  follow  afler  peace,  and  to  esleom 
their  pastors  very  highly  in  love  for  their 
work’s  sake,  and  be  at  peace  among  them¬ 
selves. 

From  this  aspect  of  the  great  hope  of  tho 
Church,  our  thoughts  are  Ted  on  to  another, 
not  less  beautiful  and  glorious.  We  see  in 
it  tho  great  remedy  for  Christian  solitude, 
the  provision  for  an  everlasting  union  among 
those  who  are  now  scattered  through  the 
earth.  The  Christian,  like  the  Apostle  at 
Athens,  will  now  often  have  to  walk  alone. 
The  wilderness  is  the  type  of  his  present 
state,  and  solitude  may  often  bo  his  portion. 
There  may  be  seasons  of  deep  and  bitter 
loneliness,  when  tho  heart  is  ready  to  nine 
away  under  its  own  burden,  and  can  find  no 
bosom  into  which  to  pour  its  sorrows.  But 
there  is  a  blessed  change  before  it,  when  the

prospect  was  full  in  their  view.  The  Spirit 
who  dwelt  within  them  wisely  veiled  from 
their  view  the  long  vista  of  conflict,  apostasy, 
and  idolatrous  darkness ;  and  fixed  their 
eyes,  with  a  steadfast  and  unwavering  faith, 
on  that  kingdom  of  peace  and  joy  which  was 
to  dawn,  with  the  Sun  of  Righteousness,  on 
a  lost  and  sinful  world. 

This  hope  of  the  Apostolic  Church  is  thus 
held  up  to  our  view  as  the  crown  of  every 
other  grace  in  the  heart  of  the  Christian. 
Then  the  work  of  faith  will  be  completed, 
and  the  labor  of  love  will  obtain  a  full  and 
blessed  reward.  The  secret  election  of  God’s 
sovereign  grace  will  then  have  revealed  it¬ 
self  in  full  redemption  of  his  people  ;  and 
the  voice  of  the  Gospel,  which  has  gone 
forth  in  sounds  of  mercy  over  a  lost  and  fal¬ 
len  world,  will  return  in  anthems  of  praise 
from  ransomed  millions,  who  shall  then  meet 
in  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

Grace,  in  the  heart  of  the  Christian,  by  its 
very  nature,  borrows  from  the  Infinite.  It 
cannot  be  content  with  what  it  finds  in  itself, 
or  sees  around  it.  Its  first  instinct  is  to  re¬ 
mount  to  its  source,  and  to  lose  itself  in  un- 1 
searchable  perfection.  And  as  ffie  flowers 
which  have  been  nurtured,  and  raised  out  of 
the  dark  soil  into  life  and  beauty  by  the  air 
and  rain  of  heaven,  pour  out  their  fragrance 
upon  the  air  that  sustains  them  ;  so  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  Christ,  who  have  been  redeemed  from 
the  darkness  of  sin  by  His  first  coming,  send 
forth  the  fragrance  of  their  affections  ia  de¬ 
sires  for  his  return,  when  He  shall  stoop  once 
more  from  the  throne  ef  his  glory.  And  no 
surer  mark  can  be  given  of  the  ripeness  of 
Divine  grace  in  their  souls  than  when  they 
have  learned  “  to  wait  for  the  Son  of  God 
from  heaven,**  and  say,  with  the  beloved 
Apostle,  “  Amen,  even  so  come.  Lord  Jesus.** 

But  the  Holy  Spirit  sets  the  same  blessed 
hope  before  us  in  another  light,  as  the  pledge 
of  eternal  union  between  the  ministers  of 
Christ  and  his  believing  people.  “  For  what 
is  our  hope,  our  joy,  or  crown  of  rejoicing? 
Are  not  even  ye  in  the  presence  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  at  his  appearing?  For  ye  are 
our  glory  and  our  joy.’* 

It  is  a  beautiful  portrait  which  the  Apostle 
has  previously  given  of  his  affection  towards 
his  own  converts.  There  was  the  wisdom 
of  a  father,  and  the  tenderness  of  a  nursing 
mother.  There  was  the  depth  of  affection¬ 
ate  desire,  and  the  fidelity  of  holy  warnings. 
There  was  a  full  sympathy  with  them  in 
their  heavy  trials,  and  a  lively  joy  in  their 
spiritual  welfare.  But  all  these  various 
forms  of  love  blended  together  in  one  thought 
which  crowned  and  completed  them,  the  pros¬ 
pect  of  full  and  eternal  union  in  the  presence 
of  Christ.  This  gave  its  (fepth  of  interest  to 
every  hour  of  passing  intercourse.  It  was 
only  the  earnest  of  a  society  that  should 
never  be  broken.  This  clothed  the  message 
of  grace  with  its  deepest  power.  The  fruits 
of  It  were  to  be  manifested  in  glory  when 
the  Lord  should  appear. 


ILLUSTR.VnON  OF  THE  FIRST  EPISTLE  TO 
THE  THESSALONIANS.

The  Epistle  to  the  Thessalonians,  is  proba¬ 
bly  the  first  and  earliest  which  was  sent  by 
the  Spirit  to  the  Churches.  The  infancy  and 
first  upspring  of  the  blade  is  here  joined  with 
the  promise  of  the  harvest  home  ;  and  the 
Church,  scarcely  launched  on  its  long  and 
dangerous  voyage  of  eighteen  hundred  years, 
has  the  haven  towards  which  she  is  steering 
set  full  in  her  view.  In  a  time  of  such 
weighty  conflicts  as  are  now  around  us,  and 
which  involve  the  welfare  or  ruin  both  of  our 
Church  and  our  country,  it  may  be  well  to 
turn  aside  a  moment  from  the  battle-field, 
and,  in  the  mirror  of  this  short  and  heavenly 
Epistle,  to  contemplate  that  glorious  hope  of 
the  Apostolic  Christians,  which  will  soon  put

The  coming  of  the  Lord  is  indeed  set  be¬ 
fore  us  with  peculiar  prominence  in  his  first 
message  of  the  Spirit  to  the  Gentile  Church. 

Each  of  the  five  chapters  into  which  the 
Epistle  has  been  divided  cloRes  with  a  dis¬ 
tinct  mention  of  this  glorious  hope.  It  may 
be  a  preface,  not  unsuitable  to  the  work,  to 
unfold  briefly  the  various  aspects  in  which  it 
is  here  presented  to  us  by  the  Spirit  of  Ood. 

And,  first,  the  hope  ef  the  Advent,  as  htra 
exhibited,  is  the  crown  and  completion  of  all 


shall  be  unblameable  in  holiness,  and  over¬ 
flowing  with  gladness  and  heavenly  commu¬ 
nion  “  at  the  coming  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
with  all  his  saints.** 

The  same  blessed  hope  is  further  revealed 
to  us,  in  connexion  with  all  past  ages,  and  the 
re-union  of  the  departed  saints  with  those 
who  are  now  sojourning  on  the  earth.  There 
is  thus  a  climax,  like  the  steps  in  the  ladder 
of  Jacob,  by  which  we  may  rise  to  fuller  and 
fuller  views  of  its  Divine  glory.  It  is  first 
exhibited  as  the  crown  of  all  graces  in  each 
separate  believer.  It  is  then  present<»d  to  us, 
as  the  lime  when  the  union  of  every  paster 
with  his  own  flock,  and  the  people  whom  he 
has  taught  in  the  ways  of  Christ,  shall  be 
perfected  in  their  mutual  joy  and  gladness 
for  ever.  Our  view  is  then  enlarged  to  the 
whole  family  of  God  on  earth,  and  the  fre¬ 
quent  solitude  of  His  people,  amidst  the  busy 
haunts  of  worldliness,  is  contrasted  with  the 
innumerable  multitude  of  saints  who  shall 
appear  with  the  Lord  in  blessed  union  and 
unblameable  in  holiness.  And  now  tho  Spirit 
bids  us  extend  our  view  still  further,  ana  in¬ 
clude  the  saints  of  all  past  generations  in  one 
magnificent  and  glorious  prospect.  “We 
who  are  alive  and  remain,  snail  not  prevent 
them  which  are  asleep.**  From  righteous 
Abel  to  the  last  saint  who  shall  be  consigned 
to  the  grave  before  the  trumpet  of  the  arch¬ 
angel,  all  shall  he  gathered  into  the  presence 
of  the  Saviour.  How  many  a  tic  that  seem¬ 
ed  broken  for  ever,  shall  then  be  repaired  and 
revived,  with  infinite  accessions  of  joy  !  How 
many,  dear  and  beloved  on  earth,  will  re-ep- 
pear  in  celestial  beauty,  to  gladden  the  hearts 
which  had  mourned  for  their  loss.  “  Joeeph 
is  not,  and  Simeon  is  not,  and  ye  will  take 
Benjamin  away  ;  all  these  things  are  against 
me.**  How  will  the  surprise  of  the  patriarch 
be  repeated  and  multiplied  ten  thousand-fold 
in  the  heart  of  each  oi  his  spiritual  children, 
whea  the  message  shall  be  revealed  in  the 
glory  of  the  resurrection.  .My  son,  my 
daughter,  my  father,  my  mother,  are  yet 
alive ;  and,  behold,  they  are  become 
rulers  and  princes  in  the  kingdom  of  God 
forever!  Who  can  reckon  the  joy  ef  that 
hour,  or  conceive  the  full  gush  of  thanks¬ 
giving  in  the  hearts  of  God’s  children,  when 
“the  early  lost,  the  beautiful,  the  dead,**  and 
other  unknown  companions  from  unknown 
tribes  and  kindreds  of  the  earth,  shall  all  meet 
together,  and  form  one  blessed  and  eternal 
fellowship  in  the  presence  of  their  Lord  ! 

It  is  humbling  to  think  how  seldom,  as 
Christians,  we  realize  the  actual  and  present 
life  of  those  who  are  now  entered  into  their 
rest.  It  is  a  proof  of  the  weakness  of  our 
faith  and  the  dimness  of  our  vision,  that  we 
speak  and  feel  so  often  as  if  only  one  genera¬ 
tion  of  mankind  were  really  alive.  But  the 
Word  of  God  reveals  to  us  a  different  scene : 
“  All  live  unto  Him.**  The  busy  generation 
of  trifles  upon  earth  are  encompassed,  above 
and  around  and  beneath,  by  spirits  immortal 
as  themselves,  and  who  will  shortly  meet 
with  them  before  the  judgment-scat.

Once  more  the  Holy  Spirit  presents  the 
same  glorious  hope  to  the  Apostolic  Church, 
and  crowns  and  seals  it  by  one  further  truth, 
the  faithfulqess  of  the  everlasting  Ood.  This 
is  the  keystone  in  the  arch  of  promise,  which 
gives  firmness  and  stability  to  the  whole. 
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“Faithful  is  He  that  calleth  you,  who  also  j 
will  do  it.**  The  growth  of  grace  in  each  j 
separate  Christian,  the  full  union  of  pastors 
and  people,  the  gathering  of  God’s  children, 
once  solitary,  from  every  region  of  the  earth, 
and  the  re-union  of  the  dead  and  the  living, 
and  the  saints  of  remotest  generations,  all  are 
sealed  and  confirmed  by  this  blessed  truth, 
'rherp  is  an  eternal  counsel  of  love  which 
must  be  fulfilled.  There  is  a  decree  gone 
forth  in  heaven,  and  all  the  powers  of  earth 
or  hell  cannot  Slay  its  execution  ;  which  gives 
a  pledge  of  perfect  holiness  to  every  child  of 
God,  and  ensures  that  his  spirit  and  soul  and 
body  shall  be  blameless  in  the  day  of  the 
Lord’s  appearing.  Every  command  is  a  pre¬ 
paration  for  this  final  triumph.  The  doctrines 
and  the  promises  of  the  Gospel,  the  labors  of 
Christ’s  ministers,  and  the  sufferings  of  His 
people,  are  alike  designed  to  hasten  this 
blessed  time,  and  minister  fresh  elements  of 
joy  and  gladness  to  the  glory  which  will 
then  be  revealed. 

Such  is  the  hope  which  was  set  before  the 
Apostolic  Church  in  this  earliest  message  of 
the  Spirit  of  God.  How  totally  unlike  the 
delusive  counterfeits  which  folly  and  super¬ 
stition  have  often  set  up  in  its  stead  !  And 
now,  after  eighteen  centuries  have  passed, 
surely  it  should  be  dearer  to  the  Christian 
than  ever,  and  occupy  a  still  larger  space  in 
his  meditations  and  prayers.  The  church  has 
now  passed  through  many  changes,  and  the 
signs  of  a  last  and  severe  conflict  are  thicken¬ 
ing  in  the  horizon.  Conflicts,  deep  and 
earnest  and  vital,  are  stirring  the  hearts  of 
her  members,  and  the  inquiry  arises  anew, 
as  from  the  lips  of  the  prophet,  “  O,  my 
Lord,  what  shall  be  the  end  of  these  things  ?” 
If  our  great  and  noble  empire  casts  aside  the 
sheet-anchor  of  the  Work  of  God,  and  re¬ 
fuses  to  hear  its  solemn  warnings,  content  to 
steer  amidst  shoab  and  quicksands,  by  the 
miserable  expedients  of  an  hour;  if  our 
Church  resigns  the  inheritance  of  a  pure 
faith  for  superstition  which  seemed  flung 
away  to  the  moles  and  bats  for  ever,  what 
can  the  righteous  do  but  turn  their  eyes,  in 
spirit,  to  the  East,  and  wait  once  more  for  the 
rising  of  the  Day-star  in  His  glory  ?  This 
blessei  hope  will  be  the  only  full  and  effectu¬ 
al  cure  for  the  relapses  of  blind  superstition 
and  the  confederacies  of  apostate  wisdom. 
Whatever  evils  may  threaten  us,  and  what¬ 
ever  rocks  and  breakers  may  be  around  the 
Church,  there  is  no  need  to  faint,  much  less 
to  despair.  Even  the  purest  Churches  may 
renounce  their  first  faith,  and,  forgetting  their 
first  love,  fall  once  more  into  error  ;  and  the 
moles  and  bats  of  an  earth-born  expediency 
may,  in  these  last  days,  adopt  the  rejected 
idols  of  their  forefathers,  to  their  own  and  a 
nation’s  ruin.  Rut  here  is  a  hope  which  no 
apostacy  can  defeat,  and  no  confederacy  of 
evil  annul  or  destroy.  It  rests  on  the  sure 
promise  and  oath  of  the  living  God  :  “  1  the 
Lord  will  hasten  it  in  its  time.”  He  will 
overturn,  and  still  overturn,  until  the  rightful 
King  shall  appear,  and  the  nations  of  the 
earth  are  given  Him  for  His  inheritance.  On 
this  truth  let  our  souls  anchor  amidst  the 
changes  and  conflicts  now  around  us.  The 
Lord  is  silting  above  the  water-floods  ;  and 
the  same  Lord,  who  now  controls  the  mad¬ 
ness  df  the  people,  will  soon  appear  in  His 
beauty,  and  He  will  then  remain  and  abide  a 
King  for  ever.  The  mightiest  forms  of  evil 
that  now  alarm  and  terrify  us,  are  only  giant 
shadows,  and  will  flee  away  and  disappear 
for  ever  when  this  Day-spring  shall  arise. 
This  hope,  as  it  still  draws  nearer,  will  knit 
the  hearts  of  true  Christians  into  one.  They 
will  feel  more  and  more  their  blessed  charac¬ 
ter,  as  heirs  together  of  the  grace  of  life, 
even  of  that  eternal  life  which  was  once 
manifested  in  the  depth  of  its  condescension, 
and  will  soon  reveal  itself  once  more  in  the 
brightness  of  its  glory. 

May  it  please  God,  to  advance  this  work 
of  preparation  in  the  hearts  of  His  children. 
It  is  right  still  to  labor  in  the  cause  of  truth, 
and  to  use  all  vigorous  efforts  to  stem  the  tide 
of  superstition  and  unbelief.  The  three  un¬ 
clean  spirits  may  be  loud,  active,  subtle,  and 
mighty  ;  “  but  yet  the  Lord  who  dwelleth  on 
high  is  mightier.”  But  our  hope  must  not 
be  in  present  and  immediate  success  ;  we 
must  look  beyond,  through  clouds  and  storms, 
to  the  final  victory.  The  turning  of  things 
upside-down  may  go  on  prosperously  for  a 
time  ;  but  it  will  be  only  as  the  potter’s  clay: 
and  all  shall  be  suddenly  and  mightily  re¬ 
versed  when  the  King  of  kings  shall  appear. 
His  Word  shall  then  be  the  only  standard 
of  safely  and  wisdom.  The  dreams  of  super¬ 
stition  will  pass  away  like  a  vision  of  the 
night ;  and  the  plans  of  w^orldly  policy, 
where  the  Word  of  God  and  His  warnings 
are  forgotten,  be  buried,  as  they  justly  de¬ 
serve,  in  everlasting  shame.  Then  judgment 
will  dwell  in  those  nations  of  the  earth  which 
are  now  a  moral  wilderness,  and  righteous¬ 
ness  remain  in  the  vine-yard  of  the  Church 
— that  fruitful  field  now  overgrown  with  the 
poison-tree  of  idolatry,  and  the  stubborn 
weeds  of  strife  and  self-wdll.  The  clouds 
will  pass  away,  the  storm  will  disappear,  the 
wraves  of  national  convulsion  and  discord  be 
hushed  into  silence,  and  the  promise  of  God 
be  abundantly  fulfilled  ;  for  then  “  the  work 
of  righteousness  shall  be  peace,  and  the 
efTect  of  righteousness,  quietness  and  assur- 
nace  once  for  ever.”

WHAT  SHALL  WE  PREACH  7 

Messrs,  fkiitors, — It  is  so  often  our  lot  to  preach 
the  gospel  of  Christ  to  men  who  will  not  receive 
it,  that  we  very  naturally  ask  if  there  is  any  other 
gospel  which  we  may,  safely  proclaim  in  its  place. 

1  can  only  think  of  the  following  as  possible 
How  far  they  can  be  justly  recommended  will 
readily  appear. 

Ist  There  is  the  gospel  of  the  Moralist. — 
The  distinctive  point  in  its  creed  is:  He  that 
avoids  doing  harm  to  his  fellow  men,  and  acts 
uprightly  in  the  common  relations  of  life,  will 
be  saved.  But  the  question  arises,  what  becomes 
of  our  past  sins  7  No  one  professes  to  have  fully 
kept  the  law  of  God,  even  so  far  only  as  this  creed 
requires.  Every  one  holding  it,  must  admit  that 
he  has  sometimes  come  short  in  justice,  or  mercy, 
or  both ;  and,  at  all  events,  that  in  the  point  of  jus¬ 
tice  towards  God,  there  has  been  a  great  failure. 
What  then  is  to  be  done  7  The  readiest  answer 
from  the  Moralist  is,  we  cannot  think  that  God 
will  be  strict  in  his  judgments;  he  will  forgive 
our  past  iniquities,  and  overlook  our  future  short 
comings.  But  how  is  this  known  7  It  is  true,  the 
teachings  of  the  gospel  of  Christ  are  plain,  but 
what  can  the  mere  Moralist  affirm  7  He  may  call 
in  the  aid  of  the  Bible,  but  will  he  venture  upon 
this  inconsistency  7  The  deinand  of  the  Bible  for 
penitence  toward  God,  and  faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  is  just  as  definite  as  that  of  Deism,  for 
justice  and  mercy. 

One  thing  is  certain,  this  scheme  of  salvation 
never  gives  enduring  peace  of  conscience.  He 
who  rmies  upon  it,  never  knows  when  he  has  done 
enough  to  secure  the  favor  of  God  ;  and  never, 
therefore,  attains  to  any  firm  conviction  of  his 
acceptance.  In  this  respect,  it  is  in  the  same 
flight  with  the  Romanist  system  of  penance,  it 
never  gives  assurance  of  actual  pardon,  and  divine¬ 
ly  aeconled  membership  in  the  family  of  God.  / 


2d.  There  is  the  gospel  of  Ceremonies.  This  the 
Pharisees  believed  and  o^ed.  But  altheagh  they 
added  to  it  all  the  promises  of  morality,  it  proved 
wholly  insu^ient  Hear  the  aenteeee  of  oer 
Lovd,  “  For  J  say  mnto  you  thsU  ejetrpt  yam 
riffhtemunem  exceed  the  rigkteountees  of  the 
Scribes  and  Pharisees,  ye  shaUin  no  rase  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  heacen.”  And  yet  they  were  duly 
constituted  members  of  the  true  Church,  and  out¬ 
wardly  conformed  to  all  its  ordinances.  It  is  set¬ 
tled  then  that  this  gospel  is  a  failure.  Such  is  the 
result  of  the  most  tliorough  experiment,  made  in 
the  roost  fiivourable  circumstances,  made  when  no 
other  gospel  was  clearly  preached,  as  it  is  now, 
and  when,  if  ever,  it  must  have  been  allowed  as  a 
way  of  salvation. 

3d.  There  is  the  gospel  of  Mammon.  Thb 
is  a  time-honored  institute.  From  the  days  of 
Cain,  it  has  bad  its  disciples  in  all  the  world.  It 
has  had  its  burnt  offerings  of  Sodom  sod  Go¬ 
morrah;  its  world  sacrifice  in  a  deluged  earth,  ai^ 
its  unceasing  immolations  of  men  aifo  kingdoms  in 
every  age. 

But  what  are  its  doctrines  ?  Pharaoh  enunciates 
most  truly  one  article  of  its  creed.  “  /  knosr  not 
the  Lord.**  The  name  of  the  Most  High  is  not 
indeed  thrown  out,  but  bis  real  character  is  wholly 
unknown,  and  his  laws  habitually  set  at  naught 
As  David  has  expressed  it :  “  The  fool  hath  said 
in  his  heart,  there  is  no  God.**  There  is  no  &culty 
to  apprehend  him — no  disposition  to  look  iiptm  the 
manifestations  of  his  glory. 

Again,  it  s}'Btematicany  ignores  the  immortality 
of  the  soul,  and  all  other  spiritualities,  exce^ 
where  a  pretence  of  regarding  them  may  bring 
its  rewaH  of  money  or  praise.  It  lauglis  at  all 
martyrdoms  unless  for  honor,  or  pleasure,  or  gold 
— the  present  comforts  of  a  human  body  it  w'wld 
not  give  for  the  salvation  of  a  world.  It  is,  in  a 
woid,  the  basis  of  all  philosophies  and  religions — 
fit  only  for  the  brutes  that  perish. 

4th.  I  shall  only  glanCe  at  the  scheme  of  do- 
nothingism.  It  is  either  the  device  of  profound 
ignorance,  or  the  practical  result  of  Univervalisin. 
In  both  cases,  it  is  the  resort  of  those  who  are  not 
likely  to  think  of  any  thing  contained  in  this  es¬ 
say  ;  and  who  must  therefore  be  awakened  to  some 
knowledge  of  themselves  and  of  God  by  means  not 
here  in  view.  C.  S.  A.

/ieep  it  before  Christians. 

Messrs.  Editors, — I  cannot  express  to  you  the 
feeling  of  pleasure  which  I  experienced  upon  look¬ 
ing  over  the  two  last  numbers  of  the  Recorder,  to 
find  so  large  a  space  devoted  to  the  cause  which 
lies  so  near  my  heart  I  mean  Sunday  Schools, 
and  the  instruction  of  the  young  generally.

How 
are  more  Sunday  School  Teachers  to  be  obtained  7 
1  know  of  no  one  better  fitted  for  the  task  tlian 
this  same  layman ;  judging  from  the  many  useful 
hints  upon  various  subjects,  which  have  from  time 
to  time  appeareil  in  the  Recorder.  I  know  of  no 
other  way  than  to  continually  keep  the  matter  be¬ 
fore  Christians.  I^et  it  be  sounded  in  their  ears 
again  and  again,  until  their  consciences  shall  give 
them  no  rest,  until  they  enlist  in  this  holy  cause. 
In  accordance  with  this  suggestion,  bear  with  me 
while  I  ask  the  indifferent  Christian  a  few  plain, 
unvarnished  questions. 

Wherefore  arc  you  not  a  Sunday  ScIkxjI  Teacher  7 
Say  you,  I  do  not  feel  it  my  duty  7  Indeed  !  and 
are  you  a  follower  of  Christ  7  Do  not  feel  it  your 
duty  ?  And  yet  he  has  said,  “  he  that  knowelh 
his  Lord’s  will,  and  doeth  it  not,  shall  be  beaten 
with  many  stripes.”  “  He  that  knoweth  to  do  good, 
and  doeth  it  not,  to  him  it  is  sin.”  Do  you  not 
feel  your  responsibility  to  him  7  Are  you  under 
no  obligations  to  labor  for  him  7  Has  he  ^ught  you 
with  his  precious  blood,  and  are  you  now  not  your 
own,  but  are  bound  to  spend  and  be  spent  in  the 
promotion  of  his  glory  7  And  can  you  fold  your 
hands  and  quietly  sit  at  ease  in  Zion  7  Not  your 
duty !  How  will  you  appear  in  judgment  7  Will 
not  the  “  blood  of  souls  bo  found  upon  your  skirts  7” 
Shall  our  youth  grow  up  in  ignorance  7  Shall  they 
become  infidels!  Shall  they  run  to  everlasting 
ruin  7  Shall  souls,  for  whom  Christ  has  died, 
perish  at  your  very  doors,  and  you  still  plead ,  I  do 
not  feel  it  my  duty  7  Will  you,  can  you,  go  up  to 
the  Judgment  with  this  plea 7  “Shall  I  not  visit 
for  these  things,  saith  the  I^ord.”  O,  as  duty  after 
duty  rises  up  before  you,  which  you  were  urged 
>  and  entreated  again  and  again  to  perform,  but 
I  which  were  all  neglected  by  you, — how  will  those 
solemn  words  torment  you  in  a  dying  hour  7  “Ye 
knew  your  duty,  but  ye  did  it  not.”  O,  I  beseech 
you,  plant  not  your  dying  pillow  with  thorns.

CHRIST  CHURCH,  HAGERSTOWN. 

To  the  Editors  of  the  Episcopal  Recorder : 

Gentlemen, — Accompanying  this  you  will  re¬ 
ceive  a  copy  of  the  Hagerstown  News,  containing 
the  proceedings  of  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church  in 
that  place,  in  reference  to  the  resolution  of  the  late 
Maryland  Convention.  As  the  attention  of  the 
public  lias  been  turned  a  good  deal  to  this  Church, 
a  brief  narration  of  some  circumstances  in  its  his¬ 
tory  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  the  readers  of 
your  sheet 

It  is  now  some  two  years  since  a  portion  of  the 
congregation  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Hagerstown, 
dissatisfied  with  some  things  in  the  church  ar¬ 
rangements  and  the  Rector’s  course,  which  indica¬ 
ted  leanings  towards  the  Oxford  School,  formed 
for  themselves  a  distinct  ormnization.  Their 
j  right  to  do  so  was  found  in  a  law  of  the  state  of 
I  Md.,  (adopted  likewise  by  the  Church  in  Md.,) 
which  says : — “Whereas,  it  is  necessary  for  the 
greater  effect  of  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  that 
men  should  be  permitted  to  sit  under  the  teaching 
of  those  w  hom  they  may  find  or  esteem  most  capa¬ 
ble  of  instructing  them  and  enforcing  the  precepts 
of  religious  truth,  in  whoee  character  and  faithful¬ 
ness  they  have  most  confidence ;  therefore,  be  it 
enacted.  That  where  any  number  of  persons  be¬ 
longing  to  any  Church  or  congregation,  sufficient 
to  build  a  Church  or  house  of  worship  and  to  main¬ 
tain  a  minister;  shall  choose  to  separate  from  the 
Church  or  congregation  of  which  they  have  hither¬ 
to  been  part,  and  to  erect  a  house  of  worship  and 
employ  a  minister  for  themselves,  it  shall  be  law¬ 
ful  for  them  so  to  do.** 

Under  the  right  which  this  law  guaranteed 
them,  having  organized  themselves  as  a  separate 
congregation,  they  applied  to  the  Convention  of 
1844,  for  admission  into  union  with  the  diocese. 
Their  application  was  rejected,  ostensibly  upon 
the  ground  that,  couched  though  it  was  in  the  very 
language  of  the  law,  it  reflected  invidiously  upon 
the  conduct  of  the  Rector  of  Sl  John’s.  This 
plea  of  course  involved  a  pledge,  that  if  the  ob¬ 
jectionable  language  yere  removed  the  application 
should  he  favorably  entertained.  Accordingly,  at 
the  Convention  of  1845,  a  renewed  petition  was 
presented  from  which  the  obnoxious  clause  was 
stricken  out  In  tbe  face,  however,  of  the  pledge 
which  had  been  given,  the  reception  of  tbe  pietition 
was  refused  again ;  and,  instead  of  a  vote  for  the 
admission  of  the  congregation,  there  was  passed  a 
resolution  which  is  given  in  “  The  News.”  Upon 
this  the  proceedings  of  the  Vestry  of  Christ 
Church  were  based.

“  The  undersigned,  vestrv  of  Christ  Church, 
Hagerstown,  have  considereil  the  resolution  of  the 
last  Convention  of  the  diocese  of  Maryland,  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee,  “  to 
conciliate  the  diflferences  which  have  arisen  be¬ 
tween  the  members”  of  the  Parish  Church  of  St 
John’s  Parish,  and  the  congregation  of  Christ 
Church.  And  the  proposition  of  the  Bishop,  con¬ 
tained  in  his  letter  to  “  Frisby  Tilghman,  Esq., 
delegate  of  Christ  Church,  Hagerstown,”  dated 
the  11th  of  June,  1845,  touching  the  mode  of  ap¬ 
pointing  said  Committee,  and  decline  said  proposi¬ 
tion.  We  also  object,  under  existing  circum¬ 
stances,  to  all  interference  on  the  pait  of  any.com- 
mittM,  tetv^en  the  congregations  of  St  John’s 
and  Christ  Churches,  for  the  following  considera¬ 
tions: —  ® 

Ist.  No  diflerences  have  arisen  between  the  J 


roembera  of  the  tiro  confregations,  to  b9  4oociIia- 
tad,  mod  the  reeololiDn  ii  therefore  nugelory. 

2d.  Wc  believe  the  congregation  of  C|dht> 
Church  to  he  a  ttiinct  organization,  mtsief  the 
autharitj  of  the  Proteeinnt  Episcopal  Cburoh  of 
Maryland,  expr cased  in  the  13th  Canos  thereof; 
an  authority  which  we  respect  too  highly  to  ac¬ 
quiesce  in  having  it  superseded  by  any  subordi- 
nato  authority — and  tlie  convention  ha«e  no  more 
to  do  with  any  differences,  if  they  do  exwt,  between 
the  separate  congregations  of  Hagerstown,  than 
with  tiie  conflicting  opinions  of  any  two  congre¬ 
gations  in  B-iltiinore. 

3d.  We  believe  the  laws  and  aacred  authority 
of  the  Church  hsre  been  violated  in  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  by  men  who  profess  (we  liope  sincerely)  to 
liold  the  church  in  the  highe.-t  veneration — and 
that  the  arbitrary  will  of  those  persons  has  assum¬ 
ed  to  deny  to  us  the  most  rshied  of  all  human 
privileges,  the  privilege  of  worshiping  God  sccord- 
iug  to  our  own  consciences,  in  the  form  and  faith 
of  our  venerable  cburcli,  as  we  uader^nd  it — a 
right  guaranteed  to  us  by  the  benign  law  of  the 
Church,  and  which  we  could  never  see  violated, 
in  onr  own  persons  or  otherwise,  without  our  most 
solemn  protest. 

4th.  Though  we  have  learned  that  our  organ¬ 
ization  has  been  repeatedly  admitted  in  conven¬ 
tion,  (by  those  who  opposed  our  admission)  to  be  I 
perfect;  though  such  admission  involves  the  further  j 
concession  that  it  is  perfect  as  a  Protests nt  Epis¬ 
copal  congregation  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland, 
(for  we  are  organized  as  such,  under  the  canon  of 
tbe  Cbnrch,  and  can  have  no  existence  as  any 
thing  else.)  Though  the  Bishop  himself  virtually 
admits  the  fact  by  calling  our  Delegate, — “  Dele¬ 
gate  of  Christ  Churcli,  Hagersto'vn,”  and  our  Ves¬ 
try, — “  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,”  and  though  the 
same  implication  is  contained  in  the  resolution  of 
the  convention,  still  we  are  denied  all  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  membership  with  the  Church,  and  are 
wantonly  prescribed  and  anathematized 

5Ui.  The  resolution  of  the  conveotioo  and  the  i 
proposition  of  the  Bishop,  involve  one  of  two  in- 1 
ferences,  either  of  which  we  consider  derogatory  | 
to  the  Church.  Ist,  that  they  are  now  attempting  j 
to  exercise  a  control  over  a  congregation,  with  j 
which  the  convention  has  no  connectum.  and  with  j 
which,  in  this  aspect,  they  have  nothing  to  do, 
without  intrusiveness  ;  2d,  or  tlwt  they  have  been 
unjustly  denying  rights  to  a  congregation  in ! 
union  with  the  Church,  which  were  legitimately  ! 
claimed. 

6th.  Claiming  the  right  of  union  with  the 
church  as  indisputable  under  the  spiritual  law ; 
no  propositions  of  compromise  can  be  received  by  , 
us,  until  justice  is  done  us  in  this  particular,  and 
the  church  is  vindicated.  We  should  consider  [ 
ourselves  recreant  to  the  church  itself,  if  we  could  : 
sanction  any  cuniproiuisc  which  is  planted  upon  ' 
the  overthrow  of  her  laws. 

In  stating  the  above  grounds  for  refusing  the 
proposition  which  has  been  submitted,  we  disclaim  ' 
all  imputation  of  wilful  injustice  to  any  one  ;  we 
speak  in  a  plain  manner  the  conscientious  conclu¬ 
sions  of  our  own  minds,  of  the  practical  and  not 
the  intentional  operation  of  the  course  which  the 
two  last  conventions  have  seen  proper  to  pursue. 
For  these  things  wc  entertain  no  feelings  of  re-  ; 
seiitment  against  any  one;  but  we  believe  the 
principles  involved  so  essential,  that  we  can  never  , 
conscientiously  consent  to  sacrifice  them.  If  we  \ 
cannot  secure  the  sacred  offices  of  the  church,  : 
without  comprouiitting  the  principles  above  ex-  j 
pressed,  wo  will  humbly  put  our  trust  in  the  provi-  | 
dence  of  God,  that  the  evil  times  on  which  we  ^ 
have  fallen  are  passing  aw’ay,  and  the  time  not  j 
distant  when  the  laws  of  the  church  will  be  re¬ 
spected.  When  the  laws  of  the  Church  arc  per-  j 
milled  to  operate,  and  our  rights  are  conceded  to  ■ 
us,  we  will  cheerfully  receive  any  committee,  or 
hear  any  suggestions,  which  may  be  intended  for 
cither  our  temporal  or  spiritual  benefit.

Wc  liave  received  another  communication  on 
this  subject,  arguing  the  point  of  law  very  clearly 
and  conclusively.  But  we  really  think  the  case 
needs  no  argument,  for  those  who  are  willing 
to  listen  to  argument,  and  to  those  who  will  not 
receive  it,  it  is  of  course  useless  to  offer  it.  For 
ourselves,  we  have  no  hesitation  in  declaring  the 
exclusion  of  this  Church  from  its  legal  and  canoni¬ 
cal  rights,  by  the  majority  of  the  Maryland 
Convention,  an  act  unworthy  of  our  age  and 
our  Church.  Had  any  one  told  us  that  such 
would  be  the  case,  before  the  matter  came  up,  we 
should  have  been  disposed  to  pronounce  it  impossi¬ 
ble,  and  to  rebuke  the  person  that  intimated  a 
suspicion  of  it  But  the  powers  that  be  in  this 
sister  Diocese,  have  made  longer  strides,  than  we 
supposed  them  capable  of  making.  And  we  shall 
look  with  anxiety  to  see  the  end  of  these  wonders.

OFFICIAL  ACTS. 

Messrs.  Editors, — In  the  last  Banner  of  the 
Cross,  I  find  it  stated  that  the  new  Bishop  perform¬ 
ed  “  his  first  official  act,”  bv  baptizing  a  child  at 
Sl  Peter’s  Church.  I  beg  leave  to  say,  that  this 
was  not  an  official  act  at  all,  any  more  than  his 
preaching  the  Sunday  before.  Each  of  these  be¬ 
longs  to  tbe  office  of  tlie  ordinary  ministry,  and 
not  to  the  Episcopate.  A  Bishop  is  of  course 
competent  to  perform  them,  because  as  SL  Paul 
says,  he  is  still  “  an  elder,”  hut  it  is  no  part  of 
his  Episcopal  office  to  do  so.  There  is  not  even 
any  special  benefit  to  be  expected  from  a  Bishop’s 
services  in  such  cases ;  nay  more,  he  cannot  either 
preach  or  baptize  in  any  Church  without  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Rector,  except  on  occasion  of  confir¬ 
mation  or  ordination. 

It  is  well  to  have  it  understood  that  in  all  cases 
of  baptisms,  marriages,  funerals,  &.c.,  the  Rector 
of  the  parish  with  which  each  fiimily  is  connected, 
is  the  proper  person  to  call  upon,  and  the  neglect 
to  do  so,  must  be  trying  to  his  feelings.  Jerome. 

We  insert  the  above,  as  containing  informa¬ 
tion  which  all  do  not  possess,  and  illustrating  a 
point  which  it  is  important  to  keep  before  the  pub¬ 
lic,  namely,  the  independence  of  the  parochial 
clergy  of  our  Church.  This  is  exhibited  in  a 
remarkable  manner,  on  occasions  of  communion, 
which  is  ordered  to  be  administured  by  tbe  Rector 
on  the  occasion  of  his  institution,  no  matter  how 
many  Bishops  be  present — and  which  is  presumed 
to  be  administered  by  him  to  his  people,  on  all 
ordinary  occasions.  The  only  exception  to  this 
rule,  is  when  the  commnnion  forms  a  part  of  the 
ordination  office  which  of  course  is  performed  by 
the  Bishop.  And  even  in  ordination,  be  it  ever 
remembered  that  the  Bishop  cannot  proceed  a  step  ^ 
without  the  consent  and  co-operation  of  those 
Presbyters,  who,  according  to  tlie  Canons,  are  also 
“chief  ministers”  in  the  Church — the  laying 
on  of  whose  hands  is  expressly  directed  in  our 
ordinal.  In  cases,  however,  of  parochial  duty  to 
be  performed  in  behalf  of  the  Clergy  themselves, 
and  their  families,  there  is  a  peculiar  propriety 
in  calling  upon  the  Bishop,  and  such  was  the  case, 
we  understand,  on  the  occasion  here  referred  to. 
We  have  no  fear  that  our  present  Bishop  will  ever 
need  to  be  reminded  of  the  rights  of  his  Clergy. 

I  Nevertheless  it  is  well  that  our  people  may  be 
i  made  aware  of  them,  so  that  he  may  be  spared 
the  trouble  of  declining  to  interfere  with  them. 
There  are  many  persons  who  arc  apt  to  forget  j 
what  is  due  to  those  who  (more  immediately)  la¬ 
bor  among  them,  and  unintentionally  perhaps 
wound  the  feelings  of  their  own  pastor,  for  the  sake 
of  giving  a  little  more  eclat  to  those  occasions 
on  which  clerical  services  are  needed  in  behalf  of 
,  them  and  their  friends.  [Em.  Rbc.

We  have  had  no  reply  to  Uie  inquiry  whieh  was 
made  throogh  our  columns  on  this  subjecL  As  a 
general  rule,  we  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  go 
behind  the  pubibhed  journals  of  the  Convention  — 
ami  we  wish  it  were  not  necessary  that  their  deli- 
beratioos  should  be  coaducted  in  public,  for  then  the 
indiscretions  of  individuals,  whether  in  tbeChiir 
or  OB  the  floor,  would  not  be  such  an  injury  to  tbe  i 
Church  as  they  often  are.  Oa  the  present  subject, 
however,  there  has  naturally  been  more  thantisiMl 
curiosity,  and  wc  think  it  very  desirable  that  the 
true  state  of  public  feeling  in  the  Church,  with  re¬ 
spect  to  it,  should  be  known.  It  has  been  deeply 
niortifying  to  Episcopalians,  that  not  only  two 
Bishops  cmild  be  guilty  of  such  indecorums,  (to  call 
them  nothing  more)  but  thvt  six  others  could  be 
found  to  palliate  them.  Yet  it  is  a  fact  which 
ought  to  console  u^s  that  in  not  a  single  cine 
have  the  decisions  of  the  six  Bishops  on  the  trial 
of  Bishop  O.  been  sustained  by  the  great  body, 
even  of  their  warmest  friends. 

In  the  case  referred  to,  wc  are  informed  from 
sources  to  be  relied  on,  that  tlie  subject  was  broach¬ 
ed  in  the  Episcopal  Address,  bat  that  it  was  ex¬ 
punged  from  the  same,  upon  an  intimation  given 
that  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
were  resolved  to  make  it  a  subject  of  remark,  and 
that  the  Convention  would  refuse  to  publish  tlieir 
journal,  if  it  was  retained.  This  is  altogether  a 
I  painful  subjecL  We  wish  the  views  of  the  six 
I  Bishops  could  have  been  kept  to  themselves,  and 
!  certainly  we  should  have  done  nothing  to  bring 
I  thitn  to  lighL  But  their  policy  has  been  unfor¬ 
tunately,  to  attract  to  themselves  an  unnecessary 
degree  of  public  attention.  This  being  the  case, 
it  has  become  necessary  either  to  sanction  or  to 
.  oppose  them — and  it  is  well  tint  there  are  meek 
I  yet  courageous  spirits  among  us,  who  care  more  for 
I  the  honor  of  their  Church,  than  the  favor  of  their 
Bishop.  In  the  case  of  the  other  five,  seme  de- 
!  gree  of  discretion  was  excrci.^ed,  we  believe,  in 
res|>ect  to  their  conventional  addresses,  so  that  the 
subject  did  not  properly  come  before  the  Clergy  and 
Laity.  In  all,  however,  though  personal  regard 
and  official  deference,  may  often  have  prevented 
an  expression  of  opinion,  we  all  know  that  the 
general  sentiment  has  been  one  of  surprise  and  re¬ 
gret  at  the  course  which  they  were  induced  to 
pursue.

The  UsEruLNVss  or  Relioious  Papers. — 
Among  the  many  questions  of  casuistry,  which 
now  agitate  the  religious  community,  is  that 
which  respects  the  expediency  of  Religious  Papers, 
i  The  novelty  of  .such  vehicles  of  intelligence  and 
means  of  influence  has  passed  away.  The  secular 
press  is  more  available  for  the  purposes  to  which 
religious  papers  are  devoted,  than  it  was  for¬ 
merly.  The  public  mind  is  much  more  excited 
on  the  subject  of  religion  than  it  was  years  ago, 
and  in  proportion  it  is  much  more  difficult  to  con¬ 
duct  the  religious  press,  without  being  involved  in 
continual  litigation,  and  being  carried  away  by 
the  mighty  current  of  religious  controversy. 
Hence  the  question  is  being  daily  asked  and  de¬ 
bated,  should  we  not  be  better  without  them  7  Are 
not  they  the  cause  of  all  our  wo  7  We  have 
looked  at  this  question  and  settled  it  in  our  own 
minds,  before  wo  ever  had  a  prospect  of  being  per¬ 
sonally  interested  in  its  decision.  It  is  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  that  decision,  in  no  small  degree,  that 
the  friends  of  this  paper,  so  far  from  recommend¬ 
ing  its  discontinuance,  have  desired  more  labor  to 
be  bestowed  upon  it,  and  that  the  present  Edi¬ 
tor*  have  been  willing  to  devote  to  its  interests 
that  time  and  thought  which  would  otherwise  have 
been  employed  in  other  departments  of  public 
duty. 

It  will  be  admitted,  we  suppose,  that  the  pres.s  in 
all  its  modes  of  operation,  is  capable  of  being  made  a 
mighty  instrument  for  good.  It  would  be  rather  late 
in  the  day  to  moot  this  poiiiL  The  utility  of  the  perio¬ 
dical  press,  especially,  will  be  admitted  also.  It  is 
the  instrument  best  adapted  to  the  active  and  cu¬ 
rious  spirit  of  our  age.  Who  would  now  be  content 
without  ever  seeing  a  secular  newspaper  ?  Who 
would  not  feel  the  privation,  if  this  class  of  publi¬ 
cations  were  suddenly  discontinue!! !  And  if 
Christians  were  as  zealous  for  the  interests  of  re¬ 
ligion  and  as  anxious  to  be  informed  of  its  history 
and  progress,  as  the  children  of  this  world  are  in 
respect  to  the  things  of  time  and  sense — the  poli¬ 
tics,  literature  and  commerce  of  the  day — wo 
doubt  not  that  religious  papers  instead  of  being 
discontinued,  would  be  (not  perhaps  multiplied  in 
number)  but  far  mure  generally  sustained,  and 
thereby  far  more  ably  and  satisfactorily  conducted. 

On  the  other  hand  we  admit  that  religious  news¬ 
papers  are  not  necessarily  a  benefit  to  the  cause 
of  religion.  The  press  is  as  mighty  an  instrument 
for  evil  as  for  good — and  the  religious  press  while 
conducted  by  meif,  must  be,  in  all  its  productions, 
compassed  with  infirmity.  Who  does  not  ifiourn 
over  the  unhappy  influence  of  the  vast  majority  of 
the  secular  publications  of  the  day,  whether  peri¬ 
odical  or  occasional  7  Yet  they  seem  necessary 
evils.  Who  does  not  mourn  over  the  errors  which 
are  contained  in  the  volumes  of  sacred  literature  7 
Yet  how  can  these  be  prevented?  In  all  these 
cases,  men  distinguish  the  use  from  the  abuse,  and 
do  not  deny  themselves  the  one,  because  they  may 
seem  to  encourage  the  other.  Let  Christians  do 
the  same,  in  regard  to  the  religious  newspaper. 
Let  them  reflect  upon  the  great  fecilities  which 
such  an  instrument  afflirds  for  diffusing  a  know¬ 
ledge,  both  of  the  immutable  truths  of  the  Gospel 
and  the  passing  events  of  the  Church,  as  well  as 
for  securing  the  co-operation  of  the  religious  com- 
nopnity  in  those  good  works,  with  which  our  age 
abounds— and  not  refuse  to  encourage  and  promote 
every  thing  which  is  good,  in  Iiope  of  preventing 
all  possibility  of  eviL 

We  admit  again  that  a  rdigious  news¬ 
paper  may  be  so  conducted  as  to  be  the  source 
of  far  more  evil  than  good — and  we  are  not 
unmindful  of  the  responsibility  which  de¬ 
volves  uport  those,  who  undertake  to  control  iL 
But  we  are  not  willing  to  admit  that  a  weekly 
paper  cannot  be  a  great  blessing  to  the  Church. 
If  indeed  it  could  not  be  so  conducted,  as  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  edification  of  its  friends  and  to  win  the 
respect  of  its  candid  opponenL*,  than  it  deserves  to 
go  down ;  yea,  it  ought  to  be  put  down,  if  not  by 
the  arm  of  ecclesiastical  authority,  at  least  by 
Christian  influence  and  persuasion.

The  Chaplain 
was  nppt'aled  to,  and  he  was  of  the  same  opinion 
with  the  queen.  Rochester  suspecting  the  king 
to  be  right,  and  being  no  friend  lo  the  Chaplain, 
slipt  out  of  the  nxmi,  to  enquire  among  the 
servants,  if  any  of  them  were  conversant  with 
the  Bible.  They  named  David,  the  Scots  cook, 
who  always  carried  a  Bible  about  him ;  and 
David  being  called,  recollected  both  the  text, 
and  wh*re  to  find  it.  Rochester  ordered  him 
to  be  in  waiting,  and  returned  to  the  king.  This 
text  was  still  the  topic  of  conversation  ;  and 
Rochester  moved  to  call  in  David,  who,  he 
said,  he  found  was  well  acquainted  with  the 
Scriptures.  David  appeared,  and  being  asked 
the  question,  produced  his  Bible,  and  read  the 
text,  (Judges  ix.  13.)  The  king  smiled,  the 
';ueen  ask(^  pardon,  and  the  Chaplain  blushed. 
Rocheyter  now  asked  the  Doctor,  if  he  could 
interpret  the  text,  since  it  was  produced ; 
but  fip  was  mute.  He  therefore  requested 
•David  to  interpret  it,  who  immediately  replied, 

“  How  much  wine  cheereth  man,  your 
lordship  knows;  and  to  show  you  how  it ! 
cheereth  God,  1  beg  leave  to  remind  you,  that, 
under  the  Old  Testament  dispensation,  there  were 
meat  offerings  and  drink  offerings.

was  transacted,  when  the  Hon.  Luther  Bradish, 
called  up  the  case  of  the  suspended  Bishop,  and 
offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions; 

“  Whereas,  on  the  third  day  of  January  last 
the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  B.  T.  Onderdonk,  D.  D.,  was 
pronounced  guilty  by  the  highest  judicial  tribunal 
of  the  Church  of  certain  charges  of  impurity  and 
immorality;  and  was,  therefore,  by  the  sentence 
of  the  said  court,  suspended  from  the  office  of  a 
Bishop,  in  the  Church  of  God ;  and  from  all  the 
functions  of  the  sacred  ministry.  Therefore,  be 
it  resolved  that  this  convention,  without  hereby 
expressing  an  opinion  upon  the  canonical  ques¬ 
tions  growing  out  of  the  said  sentence,  deem  it 
their  duty  to  declare,  that  they  do  her.eby  declare 
their  solemn  conviction  that  the  said  Rt.  Rev.  B. 
T.  Onderdonk,  even  if  his  restoration  were  prac¬ 
ticable,  can  never  perform  Episcopal  functions  in 
this  diocese,  with  any  prospect  of  usefulness  to 
the  Church.” 

This  was  seconded  by  John  A.  King,  Esq.,  and 
then  laid  on  the  table,  for  the  purpose  of  despatch¬ 
ing  other  necessary  business.  Mr.  John  A.  King 
called  up  the  subject  of  the  Bishop  again,  and 
presented  the  following  resolutions  of  the  Vestry 
of  Grace  Church,  Jamaica,  which  he  represented. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  rector,  wardens  and  vestry 
of  Grace  Church,  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  on  the 
24th  day  of  August,  1845,  to  choose  delegates  to 
attend  the  annual  State  Convention  of  the  diocese : 
the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  of¬ 
fered,  and,  after  discussion,  were  unanimously 
adopted. 

“  Whereas,  the  present  condition  of  the  diocese 
arising  from  tlie  suspension  of  its  Bishop  from  bis 
holy  office  and  ministrations,  by  the  decision  of  a 
court,  recognised  by  tlie  Canons  of  the  Church,  is 
one  of  the  deepest  interest  and  regret  to  all  good 
Churchmen  ;  and  as  the  unity,  peace  and  wants  of 
tlie  Diocese  reijuire  that  such  a  state  of  tilings 
should  terminate  as  soon,  and  as  quietly  as  may 
be,  and  as  none  have  a  greater  or  deeper  interest 
in  the  early  and  safe  settlement  of  this  question 
than  the  great  body  of  the  Uity  of  the  Diocese,— 

“  Therefore,  Resolved,  as  the  deliberate  opinion 
of  this  vestry,  that  the  resignation  of  the  Bishop 
call  alone,  under  the  circumstaiices,  accomplish 
the  great  end  and  desire  of  every  true  Churchman, 
the  restoration  of  the  Diocese  to  its  late  prosper¬ 
ous  and  united  position  ;  and  in  the  event  of  such 
resignation,  that  an  adequate  provision  should  be 
made  for  his  future  support 

“  Resolved,  that  a  copy  be  forwarded  to  tlie 
Committee,  dzc.” 

Mr.  Spencer  moved  to  refer  these  resolutions, 
with  the  report  on  the  Bishop’s  fund,  and  Mr. 
Bradish’s  resolutions  to  a  committee  eff  ten  Clergy 
and  ten  Lay  delegates,  to  consider  them  and  the 
state  of  the  diocese,  and  report  forthwith  tliereon 
to  this  Ckinvention. 

The  chair  then  announced  the  following  as  the 
committee  proposed  in  this  resolution.

That,  as  under  present  circumstances  the  said 
Right  Rev.  B.  T.  Onderdonk  will  not  be  exposed 
to  many  of  the  expenses  attending  the  Episcopate, 
and  as  a  portion  of  the  said  income  will  necessa¬ 
rily  be  required  to  defray  the  future  expenses  con¬ 
sequent  upon  the  performance  of  Episcopal  acts 
in  this  Diocese,  it  is  reasonable  and  just  that  such 
portion  should  be  reserved  for  those  purposes,  as 
being  strictly  within  the  objects  of  Trust  And 
the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  arc,  there¬ 
fore,  directed  to  pay  over  to  the  said  Right  Rev. 
B.  T.  Onderdonk,  out  of  the  income  of  the  said 
fund,  (excepting  the  portion  thereof  set  apart  for 
accumulation,)  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hun¬ 
dred  dollars,  to  commence  from  the  3d  of  January, 
1845,  annually,  until  otherwise  directed  by  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York ; 

Aod,  that  out  of  the  residue  of  the  said  income, 
the  said  Trustees  pay,  on  the  order  of  the  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee,  the  amount  of  all  expenses  at¬ 
tending  the  performance  of  Episcopal  acts  in  this 
Diocese  by  Bishops,  who  shall  be  invited  by  them 
to  perform  the  same. 


Resolved,  That  the  whole  question  of  the  re¬ 
lations  of  Bisliop  B.  T.  Onderdonk  to  this  diocese 
be  referred  to  the  decision  of  the  General  Conven- 
lion. 

The  Convention  was  engaged  in  discussing  the 
foregoing  preamble  and  resolution  until  three 
o’clock,  r.  M. 

We  have  just  room  to  say  that  the  Convention 
adjourned  on  Wednesday  evening.  The  result  to 
which  it  came  to,  was  that  no  definitive  action  could 
be  had  on  the  various  propositions  submitted  by 
the  Committee  of  twenty, — and  the  two  parlies 
united  to  vest  the  Standing  Committee  with  full 
powers  to  act,  as  in  the  absence  of  a  Bishop.  The 
(Convention  closed  with  an  expression  of  thankful¬ 
ness  toGsd  for  guiding  tlieir  deliberations  to  har¬ 
mony  and  peace. 

Diocese  of  Vermont. — The  annual  Conven¬ 
tion  of  the  Diocese  of  Vermont,  met  in  Burling¬ 
ton,  one  the  17th  and  18th  of  the  present  month. 
There  were  present,  besides  the  Bishop,  thirteen 
clergy  entitled  to  seats,  with  five  others,  and  a 
respectable  representation  of  lay -delegates.  Noth¬ 
ing  of  special  interest  was  transacted  by  the  Con¬ 
vention.  As  the  parochial  reports  of  the  clergy 
were  not  read  in  Convention,  (contrary  to  custom 
hitherto)  the  state  and  condition  of  the  parishes 
cannot  be  known,  until  the  Journal  is  printed. 
The  sermon  before  the  (Convention  was  preached 
by  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Philips,  of  Middlebury,  from 
part  of  the  3d  verse  of  the  Epistle  of  Jude  :  “  Ye 
should  earnestly  contend  for  the  faith  which  was 
once  delivered  to  the  saints ;”  after  which,  the 
Rev.  John  A.  Fitch,  and  Rev.  Edward  F.  Putnam, 
were  ordained  priests  by  the  Bishop.  There  are 
the  diocese,  thirty-three  organized  parishes, 
and  eighteen  officiating  ministers,  besides  the 
Bishop;  with  one  candidate  for  orders.

Thus, 
preserving  themselves  good  and  virtuous,  with¬ 
out  insulting  the  adherents  of  other  religions, 
whilst  they  follow  out  the  exhortations  and  instruc¬ 
tions  they  have  received,  let  them  also  pray  that 
the  holy  religion  may  be  greatly  promoted,  re¬ 
membering  that  the  kind  consideration  of  the 
Chinese  Emperor  towards  our  holy  religion 
springs  entirely  from  the  favor  of  the  Lord  of 
heaven.  .After  the  reception  of  this  order  let 
thanks  be  offered  up  to  God  for  bis  mercies,  in  the 
churches,  for  three  I/ird’s-days  in  succession, 
while  the  faithful  rejoice  in  this  extraordinary 
favor ;  let  .Ave  Marias  also  bo  recited  to  display 
grateful  feelings. 

Protesta.nt  Church  at  Alexandria. — It  is 
our  pleasing  duty  to  record  the  commencement  of 
the  building  of  a  Protestant  Church  for  the  British 
residents,  of  (his  city,  the  very  simple  but  neat 
and  chaste  plan  of  Mr.  Wild,  architect  from  Lon- 
^  don,  having  been  gladly  accepted  and  much  ap¬ 
proved  of  by  every  individual  here  interested  in 
the  establishment  of  a  place  of  worship.  The 
foundations  have  been  excavated,  and  everything 
seems  to  be  carried  on  with  a  degree  of  energy 
which  promises  a  speedy  termination  of  tbs  un¬ 
dertaking,  and  reflects  much  cmiit  on  the  mem¬ 
bers  composing  the  committee  of  managcnienl. 
We  fear  a  suf^iency  of  funds  does  not  at  present 
exist  to  meet  the  whole  of  the  expenditure  which 
will  be  necessary,  but  recourse  will  doubtlessly  be 
had  to  subscriptions  amongst  the  many  wealthy 
travellers  who  pass  backwards  and  forwards 
through  this  country  en  route  to  England  or  India, 
with  every  chance  of  success.  In  consequence  of 
the  niggardly  allowance  by  the  Government  at 
home,  such  a  step  becomes  absolutely  necessary, 
and  must  be  acted  upon  with  becoming  zeal  and 
assiduity,  and  we  could  fain  hope  the  results  will 
be  so  good  as  to  enable  the  church  to  be  finished 
without  interruption.— Berean. 

The  sixth  Report  of  the  Church  Building  Fund 
for  the  diocese  of  Calcutta  has  been  published  in 
this  paper,  which  affords  us  very  gratifying  in¬ 
telligence.

CHINESE  TOLERATION. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  London 
Religious  Tract  Society  has  given  publieation  to 
the  following  edict,  transmitted  to  him  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Medhurst,  of  the  London  Missionary  Society, 
and  whicli  has  been  adverted  to  in  the  Berean  be¬ 
fore.  It  is  succeeded  by  a  written  order  from  the 
Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of  Hong  Kong  which  is 
characteristic  document  It  recognises  the 
“  King  of  heaven”  and  the  Virgin,  to  whom  Ave 
Marias  are  to  be  directed.  Of  the  Redeemer 
there  is  no  more  mention  in  it  than  in  the  Chinese 
functionary’s  Memorial. 

Key-Ying,  Imperial  Commissioner  and  Viceroy 
of  the  Canton  and  Kwanges  provinces,  re¬ 
spectfully  memorializes  as  follows : 

“It  appears  that  the  religion  of  the  Lord  of 
Heaven  is  honored  and  observed  by  the  various 
nations  of  Europe,  mainly  with  the  view  of  ex¬ 
horting  men  to  the  practice  of  virtue  and  re¬ 
pressing  vice. 

“  Ever  since  the  Shing  dynasty  it  has  made  its 
way  into  China,  and  has  not  yet  been  prohibited  ; 
but  because  some  of  the  adherents  of  that  reli¬ 
gion  in  China  have  repeatedly  made  a  handle  of 
their  religion  to  act  viciously,  especially  in  de¬ 
ceiving  their  wives  and  daughters,  and  blinding 
the  eyes  of  the  sick  [referring  lo  extreme  unction] 
therefore  the  officers  of  Government,  on  discover¬ 
ing  the  saaie,  have  punished  them,  as  is  on  re¬ 
cord.  During  the  reign  of  the  Emperor  Kea-king 
it  was  first  determined  to  distinguish  these  and 
punish  them  for  their  offences ;  the  sole  object  of 
which  regulatiou  was,  to  prevent  the  professors 
of  the  said  religion  in  (jhiiia  from  practising 
wickedness,  and  not  with  the  view  of  issuing 
Mohibitions  agamst  the  religion  of  foreign  and 
European  nations.  Now  according  to  the  request 
of  the  Envoy  of  the  French  nation,  Lagrene,  that 
the  virtuous  professors  of  the  said  religion  in  Chi¬ 
na  should  be  exonerated  from  blame,  it  appears 
suitable  to  accede  thereto ;  aod  it  is  proper  to  re¬ 
quest  that  henceforth,  with  regard  to  all  persons, 
whether  Chinese  or  foreigners,  professing  the  re¬ 
ligion  of  the  Lord  of  Heaven,  who  do  not  create 
disturbances  nor  act  improperly,  it  be  humbly  en¬ 
treated  of  the  Imperial  benevolence  to  grant  that 
they  be  exonerated  from  blame.  But  if  such  per 
sons  get  upon  their  old  tack,  deceiving  their 
wives  and  daughters,  and  blinding  the  eyes  of 
the  sick,  and  ludependently  of  their  profession 
commit  other  crimes  and  misdemeanours,  then 
they  will  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  laws  al¬ 
ready  existing.  With  regard  to  the  French  and 
the  subjects  of  other  foreign  nations  who  profess 
the  afore.^id  religion,  it  is  only  permitted  to  them 
to  build  churches  at  the  five  porLs  opened  for  for¬ 
eign  commerce,  and  th^  mu  4  not  improperly 
enter  the  inner'land  to  dinuro  their  faith.
